This change 
is so rapid that, according to the cal­ 
culations of Liebig. M oleschott aud 
other em inent physiologists, the g reat­ 
er part of the m aterial of the body Is 
renew ed ev ery tw enty or thirty days 
and not, as generally assum ed, only 
once in sev en years.

Fresh 
rain o r spring water Ls o nly used fo r 
the leaven, pure sea water being exclu­ 
sively emplo y ed fo r the making and 
mixing o f the do ugh. By this metho d 
no mineral o r table salt requires to be 
added, the natural salt water giving 
the bread the necessary degree o f sa­ 
linity. But, tho ugh sea water do es ad­ 
mirably fo r breadmaking, when ap 
Plted to o ther culinary purpo ses the 
result is a disagreeable failure. The 
w beaten bread pro duced by it, how­ 
ever, is excellent and o f great hy gienic 
value. 
The chlo ride o f magnesium, 
which imparts the acrid taste to sea 
water, is deco mpo sed in the heating 
and therefo re do es no t co nvey its o rigi­ 
nal disagreeable taste to the bread, 
while Die co mmo n salt, o f co urse, per­ 
manently retains all its characteristic 
saline pro perties.

Coppa himself a nd bega n to ma ke it a 
rendezvous. One hesita tes to ca ll these 
people bohemia ns, since the word ha s 
been stretched to cover so ma ny un­ 
plea sa nt things, but they ca me a bout 
a s nea r fitting the title in Its origina l 
a nd unspoiled sense a s a ny group of 
people in the United Sta tes.
